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12. Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regard to Applicant argument that the 
cited reference of Kikuchi fails to discloses disk space alert in response to a comparison of a remaining disk storage space to a value, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Kikuchi discloses displaying 'no recording space remains' text on the display device. ST14 is displayed 
based on ST12 result where free space or area is detected based on the amount of data to be recorded. Kikuchi further discloses 
calculating an average recording rate for the medium on the basis of the free space and a length of information to be recorded on the 
medium. Furthermore Pezzillo teaches user setting low disk space alert conditions. 1 1 . Furthermore, in response to applicant's arguments 
against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In addition, once the data size of the program to be recorded is detected, an amount of time that takes to record that 
program can be found based on the data size (the amount of data size determines recording time). For e.g. for a 5.40MB/S data rate (in 
DVD) the write time in SL is 15 minutes and in DL it is 27 minutes. Therefore the combined references in fact teach the claimed invention. 
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
